Tha people mnat not blame the 
Earopaaaa entirely for that absurd 
propoaal to pool tha war dabts of the 
Natioas who fonght against the Cen- 
tral Powers side by side — and some 
nentrala aa tha azpaadad plaa kaama 
to indicate — but they should romein- 
ber that Mr. George W. Wiekersbam, 
formarijr AUma&r Oaoaral of the 
United Stataa, and aoma other en- 
thnaiaatios aot ao wall kaown, have 
more thaa oaaa pat forward tha no- 
tion that the debts of France and 
Belgium ba w^pad out. In other 
words, tha Uaitad States has been 
asked in a moat foolish way by cer- 
tain of ita citiaena to cancel cnrtnin 
billiona of debta owed by European 
Powara oa aaooaat of tha war. 

The current issue of Collier's 
Weekly containa a wamiag from its 
Editor, Mr. ICaik SnUiTaa, now in 
Paris, which it -would be well for all 
men to read. Mr. Wickersham, in 
hia outburst of generosity suggested 
that tha cancellation of tha loans 
made Frnnce and Belgium particu- 
larly, should be performed in so 
delicata a Butnaar as not to humiliate 
those allies of onra. Hr. Sullivan 
frankly sugests that tha American 
paopla ara aatirely aaawara of the 
extent of the humiliation those Na- 
tions can assimilate. He givea na 
a Twy elear idea of Prance's atti- 
tude; and, as almost any pei'son of 
intelligence would, points that we 
ara ito^owiae liable for so munifi- 
ccDt a gift to aayliody. 

The Times observes with mncn 
gratification that the American oei- 
egation at Pane doea aot Aitot the 
pooling of debts, and it is scarcely 
possible that Congress, the peace 
delegates or anybody else will favor 
the canoellatioB of tlie loana aiade 
during: the wnr. There was no re- 
quest for a gift, there was no talk 
of a gift by the United Statea Oov- 
crnment when the loans were made; 
and there should be no talk of can- 
I collation now. It ia quite afferent 
that France would accept cancella- 
tion in a hurry, to say nothing of the 
fact that she would have us go far 
beyond this and undertake to pay 
some enormous share of the cost of 
the war — if not,, indeed, the whole 
cost 

There is not iiml there should not 
be any disposition in this country to 
pash our aUiea or to paster them 
abont the great loans already made^ 
Moreover, the people recognize the 
fact that they must make still more 
loans to stricken lands after peace 
eventually has been sigTicd. But 
they will want such loans made upon 
a atriet baaineas baaia, with no f aUe 
sentimentality Kpriripinj? up to poi- 
son the ideal and tarnish the finan- 
cial favor done. While America 
wishes not to boast of her perform- 
ances in the wax, the time has come 
to oaQ a halt to the tendency ao to 
deprecate onr efforts aa to maka it 
appear that tTe now mnst assume 
great financial bsfdens iu order to 
justify our exbtakoe.
